MORE M IU NOW BEING USED 


Consumption Has Doubled Since 1890, 
But Is Far Below Amount 
Used in Europe. 


^Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment Of Agriculture.) 
Forty-four gallons of milk Is used 
by each person in the United States 
annually, according to estimates made 
by the dairy division of the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
This estimate refers to whole milk 
and does not include that which is 
consumed in the form of ice cream, 
cheese, and butter. 
The amount Is 
about twice as much as that used in 
1890, when the per capita consump­ 
tion was approximately 22 gallons. 
The dairy specialists point out that 
the increase in the use of milk In the

last thirty years Is as great as that 
in the preceding 280 years. 
The 
present-day 
consumption 
of J 
milk in the United States, they say, 
is equal to about one pint per day. or 
as much os two small glasses. 
That 
is not a great amount when it is 
known that It includes not only the 
milk that Is used for drinking, but 
also that used in cooking. 
This is 
a small amount cdnr pared to the per 
capita consumption in s<wne European 
countries. 
In Sweden and Switzer­ 
land, for example, nearly 70 gallons 
are used by each person annually. 
A 
high 
value 
has 
always 
been 
placed on cows in many European 
countries, and history records a cam­ 
paign conducted by Julius Caesar in 
central Europe where he found Ger­ 
man tribes living almost exclusively 
on milk. In order to provide pastures 
for their cows they forcibly resisted 
the settlement of any people near 
bein. 
In relating the growth of the dairy 
industry In this country, the depart­ 
ment specialists say that In pioneer 
lays each family 
ept its own cow. 
The denser the poi illation became the 
•nore important it was to have a well 
regulated and ample commercial sup 
ply of milk. 
Gradually the number 
of cows Increased, and in time a dairy 
business grew up in various sections. 
The development if modern methods 
in the distribution of milk, with eco­ 
nomic sanitary 
fmndling, 
bas been 
closely accompany ii by the larger use 
of this food, the;* say. 
Much of the mi’k now used in cities 
comes many miles, and recently im­ 
proved methods have made it pos­ 
sible to ship it for long distances iii 
refrigerator cars. 
At the national 
dairy show in Chicago in 1919. milk 
shipped from the Pacific coast took 
first prize in the market-milk compe­ 
tition with the highest score ever giv­ 
en to milk in recent years. 
Cities have always used a smaller 
anion it of milk In proportion to th* 
number of people than general fann­ 
ing communities, the statistics show’. 
For example. Philadelphia reached the 
rate of 23 gallons per capita In 1903, 
which was fifteen years later than the 
country at large reached a consump­ 
tion of 22 gallons. 
There are, how­ 
ever. many agricultural and nonagri­ 
cultural rural districts where cow* 
are not kept and where modern meth­ 
ods of milk distribution are not equal 
to most cities.

COW TESTING IS IMPORTANT 


Much Progress Has Been Made in Ba. 
placing Inferior Trills With High- 
Class / nim a Is. 


(Prepared by the UM* '<1 States Depart- 
m n t of Apiculture.) 
Numerous exainp es oi' the va!liable 
work le'ng done by cow-testing asso­ 
ciations are contained In reports of 
testers of these organizations sent to 
the western office of the dairy division 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
According 
to the reports, marked 
progress lias been made in replacing 
Inferior bulls with high-class purebred 
animals. 
Six of the testing associa­ 
tions—of 
which three are in Idaho, 
two In Colorado and one in Washing­ 
ton—have reached the IOO per cent 
purebred bull mark, having eliminat­ 
ed all scrub sires from theis herds. 
Another IOO per cent association wa* 
added to the list in January, and sev­ 
eral others are getting near this mark 
The Petaluma (Cal.) association has 
only two scrub bulls left. The dairy 
department of the local farm bureau 
of the county in which the association 
Is located has a plan for an annual 
purebred bull sale, the first of which 
was held several months ago. 
Young 
bulls out of 400-pound dams and older 
proved bulls are consigned to this sale 
by breeders and by dairymen wishing 
to dispose of bulls which they have 
used as long as they can in their own 
herds. The sale was the means of In­ 
troducing 25 purebred bulls into the 
county, and the association hopes by 
this means to eliminate all scrub bulls 
from the county and to keep the dairy­ 
men supplied with good bulls in the 
future. 
Through these sales it also 
y hopes to open a market for proved 
bulls, and so keep these bulls in serv­ 
ice in the county for many years.

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STUDY SLEEP ILLNESS 


First Organized Investigation of 
Disease to Be Made. 


Expedition Conducted by Four Phys!* 
alane and Two Veterinary Scien­ 
tists Will 8tudy 8lckneee in 
Tropioal Africa. 


London.—An expedition formed by 
the Tropical Diseases Prevention as­ 
sociation soon will leave to make the 
first organized attempt to investigate 
on the spot the treatment of sleeping 
sickness, as distinct from the question 
of the mere transmission of the dis­ 
ease. 
The expedition will be conducted by 
four physicians and two 
veterinary 
scientists, and it is expected the work 
will occupy two and a half years. It 
Is sought to carry out the work in dif­ 
ferent centers with the sanction and 
support of the governments interest­ 
ed, and It Is hoped that it will result 
in a general system 
of 
vaccination 
.hereby all individuals arriving in a 
danger zone will be inoculated and 
so gradually rendered immune. 
The expedition will first work in 
Uganda. 
It 
will probably 
proceed 
later to the Belgian Congo, arn! It Is 
hoped to extend the work to Rhodesia 
and the Sudan, where there Is a big 
epidemic of the disease. 
The sleeping sickness has been prev­ 
alent among the natives of West Af­ 
rica for IOO years. It is generally at­ 
tributed to a parasite carried by a 
species of the tsetse fly which infects 
cattle. The disease has caused heavy 
mortality among the natives of the 
Congo and Uganda for many years, 
and is greatly dreaded by Europeans 
in the parts of Africa where it ex­ 
ists. 
Its origin he*: been the subject 
of much medical research.

EXERCISE BEST FOR POULTS 


Confining Young Turkeys Does Not 
Result In Marked Success— 
Thrive on Free Range. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Plenty of exercise is essential if the 
turkey poults are to thrive, say poul­ 
try specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
At all 
times, when rain or dampness does 
not prevent, the poults should be al­ 
lowed to run in and out of the coop 
at will. Too much stress cannot be 
given to the necessity of exercise, and 
the only way to provide for this is 
to allow the poults at every possible 
opportunity to range for feed outside 
the coop. 
During a long-continued 
rainy season it is better to allow them 
to run out of the coop whenever it is 
not actually raining, even though the 
grass is somewhat damp. 
By confining the mother hen to the 
coop she will always be ready to hover

Serious Injury May Be Avoided by 
Drying Up Animal Some Time 
Before Calving. 


Many a good dairy cow Is seriously 
Injured through poor handling before 
calving. The best milkers have a long 
period of milking. If not discouraged, 
they will give milk in worth-whli# 
quantities right up to calving. All to# 
often they are encouraged, rather than 
having anything done toward reducing 
the flow. The consequence is not only 
a stunted calf, but a freshened cow 
that will never give more than thre#. 
fourths the milk she would were she 
given a six weeks’ rest. It Is an easy 
matter to dry up a cow. Simply skip 
# milking. Milk again, then skip two 
milkings. Milk again, and then forget 
about her. At the fame time, omit *11 
grain from the ration for a few day# 
There Is seldom any further trouble.

chilled. The greatest care should be 
taken to keep the interior of the coop 
dry, and for this reason it is advisable 
to choose a sandy slope where the 
water runs off quickly and where there 
Is also protection from heavy rains. 
If necessary, the mother-hen can be 
confined to a roomy coop for a week 
or more, provided she is properly fed 
and watered, and the coop moved to 
fresh ground every day. 
If the weather is warm and dry, as 
frequently happens when the poults 
re hatched late in the season, no 
.shelter Is required, as they do better 
in the open; but it is advisable to 
keep them within a fenced Inclosure 
for the first three or four days until 
hey are strong enough to follow the 
mother. Weather conditions being fa­ 
vorable, the hen and brood can be 
given free range after the third or 
ourth day, but care should be taken 
to keep them out of heavy dews and 
to protect them from rain for the first 
tw’o or three weeks. After this early 
morning dews or light showers fol­ 
lowed closely by warm sunshine will 
to little harm, as the jxiults soon become 
warm and dry. If cold, damp weather 
sets in, however, they will need to be 
kept in dry quarters, for nothing is 
more fatal to young poults than wet 
and cold.

FEATURE MONDAY

A large crowd was present in De­ 
catur Monday to attend the poultry 
school held by the A. & M. College 
In co-operation with the Port Worth 
& Denver railroad, and the interest 
manifested by the visitors speaks in 
splendid terms of what can be ex­ 
pected from the poultry industry in 
Wise county. 
Citizens from all parts 
of the county were here, and a num­ 
ber of poultry fanciers from towns 
and communities outside the county 
were in attendance.

of them had exhibitions of poultry 
in their show windows. 
The cham­ 
pion egg-laying W hite Leghorn of 
Jim Baits was exhibited by the Per- 
kins-Timberlake Company, and thru- 
out the day crowds stood in front of 
the window admiring the hen that 
“cleaned up” at College Station in 
competition with hens from seven 
states., All breeds were represented; 
and high praise was heard on every 
hand for the poult! y in this county.

fowls were on exhibition, along with 
different kinds of feed, nests, etc.

VETERAN GROWER 
OF PECANS ADVISES 


The tap root of the pecan needs 
no defense in the eyes of all true 
lovers of nature’s laws and expe­ 
rienced pecan men. 
There are some 
who advocate that the pecan tree 
will do better without the tap root. 
A pecan tree can he grown under 
favorable conditions with an abbre­ 
viated tap root but entirely without 
one— never. 
To sustain this propo­ 
sition I will d isc u s briefly, under 
three heads: 
“W hat is the tap root 
— its province— its importance.,” 
First: 
The tap root of the pecan, 
as well as that of other plants, be­ 
gins at the surface of the soil or 
just below it, at ♦be crown of the 
tree where it is joined to the trunk. 
The tap root is always the first to 
emerge when the hut is planted. 
Most all of the concentrated food of 
the nut goes first :o create the tan 
root, which descends into the earth, 
often two or more feet, before the 
trunk is formed to ascend into the 
air. 
The tap root growth is always 
in advance of the trunk growth and 
only in proportion as the tap root 
descends into the earth and finds 
food and water will the trunk ascend. 
The tap root will li re many years af 
I ter the trunk is severed and when 
necessary will grow a top every year 
to perpetuate life. 
Millions of acres 
of cleared land along the streams 
of Texas, where pecan trees have 
been hewn down many years ago are 
struggling to grow another trunk in 
verification of this* statement. 
Tho 
trunk will did In a few hours when 
deprived entirely of the tap root and 
will never grow another if transplant­ 
ed., Hence, every tree is more or less 
injured and retarded in growth when 
part of the tap root is severed In 
digging it up to be transplanted; so 
much so that If the nut is planted 
at the same time and given equal 


care within a few years will grow 
the largest and m ostTigorous trees. 
Second: 
The p-ovince of the tap 
root is primarily to seek food ami 
water in the depths of the earth, to 
build and sustain all parts of the 
tree. 
Secondarily it acts as a brace 
to hold the trunk erect in the air. 
The tap root is the trunk system of 
the roots, from which branch all thQ 
lateral roots, in every direction, as 
the tap root descends. 
These lateral 
roots are the feeding roots, for the 
tap root never absorbs water or takes 
in food, no more than the trunk 
bears the nuts. 
The trunk only 
sends out the limbs that do the bear­ 
ing. Hence tellar the trunk the more 
limbs will it send cut to bear nuts; 
and likewise, deeper the tap root, 
more lateral feeding roots it will 
send out to sustain the bearing limbs 
taller the trunk, more efficient bear­ 
er will be the tree. 
Third: 
The importance of the tap 
Therefore, deeper the tap root ami 
root is so clearly shown in discuss­ 
ing the proceding points that very 
little remains to be said. 
So impor­ 
tant, however, is the tap root that 
no lateral roots can possibly be grown 
without some part of the tap root is 
left to start these lateral roots. 
Af­ 
ter they once get started, it is pos­ 
sible, however, to make them take 
the place of the severed tap root, just 
as the several limb in man will be 
made 
up 
In 
a 
measure 
by 
the 
strengthening of tho remaining limb. 
Of course, if man could control the 
elements to bring rain whenever it 
is needed, or had water at all times 1 
to irrigate, the tap root might be 
eliminated with smail detriment. But 
as long as Texas weather remains as 
it is and in event Ll a drouth caus­ 
ing themoisture in the soil to either 
evaporate or sink by gravit below 
these upper lateral roots, then a 
deeply imbedded tap root reaching 
wather or permanent moisture, is ab­ 
solutely essential to the very exist­ 
ence as well as longevity of the pecan 
tree. 
Those advocates of no tap root 
claim that I am retarding the pecan 
industry by my teaching, when really 
the facts are just to the contrary. I 
am doing more to promote the pecan 
industry than they. 
When people 
become convinced cf the great diffi­ 
culty to get a transplanted pecan 
tree to live, as many have from sad 
experience, they will then go to plant­ 
ing the nut where the tre is to grow, 
so as to never distarb the tap root.. 
They will do more by boring deep 
holes under the planted nut to assist 
the tap root in penetrating the earth. 
Then again the nut is one hundred 
times cheaper than the budded tree. 
The nuts can be planted for nothing 
to fifty cents per acre for the finest 
nuts. 
It Is best to plant the finest 
nuts it is possible to get, but plant 
any nut, even a pig nut, rather than 
none at all. 
Grow you a cigorous 
tree first. 
It can be changed to a 
paper hell easier, cheaper and more 
certain of living than you can buy a 


budded tree with any assurance that 
it will live. 
Besides the danger of 
dying these budded trees will cost 
more per acre to set them out than 
often the land will sell for. 
Again 
it is all stuff, advocated for a p u r­ 
pose t hat pecans art, different to oth­ 
er plants and will not reproduce its 
kind.. From thirty to forty per cent 
of the nuts from the tree's entire 
product will reproduce the same nut 
under adverse conditions. 
When a 
tree is favorable situated to be pol­ 
len! zed by its own male bloom or 
other trees of the same variety, from 
seventy-five to ninety per cent of tho 
nuts will come true. 
Nothing but 
the law of atavism will prevent them 
coming a hundred per cent true. 
W ith these farts established in Peo­ 
ple's minds they ought to be as wise 
as the squirrel. 
This little r o d e n t 
has more fine pecan trees to its cred­ 
it than man, grown from the nuts 
it has buried along our streams.— H.

GUINEAS NEED U H L E CARE 
I 


Fowls Are Usually Raised in Small' 
Flocks on Large Farm— Pearl is* 
Most Popular. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart-' 
m ent of Agriculture.) 
Many hotels and restaurants in the 
large cities are eager to secure prime 
young guineas, and they are often 
served at banquets and club dinners 
as a special delicacy. 
When well 
cooked, guineas are attractive in ap­ 
pearance, although darker than com­ 
mon fowls. 
The flesh of young birds 
Is 
tender 
and 
of 
especially 
fine 
flavor, resembling that of wild game. 
Like all other fowl, old guineas are 
very likely to be tough aud rather 
dry. 
A few of the large poultry raisers, 
particularly those who are within easy 
reach of the large Eastern markets, 
make a practice of raising a hundred 
or so guineas each year, but the great 
majority of guineas are raised In small

flocks of from IO to 25 upon farms In 
the Middle West and In the South. 
Domesticated guinea fowl are of 
three 
varieties—Pearl, 
White 
and 
Lavender. 
Tile Pearl is by far the 
most popular. 
It has a purpUsh-gray 
plumage regularly dotted or “pearled” 
with white and Is so handsome that 
frequently the feathers are used for 
ornamental purposes. 
Guinea hens usually begin laying in 
April or May. those In the South laying 
earlier than those in the North. 
A 
short time before the opening of the 
laying period the hens with 
their 
mates begin searching for suitable 
nesting places among the weeds and 
brush along the fences or In the fields., 
In this search the male takes as ac­ 
tive an interest as his mate, and when 
a suitable location Is found both help 
to dig out tile nest and make It into 
suitable shape. 
Each day as the hen goes to the nest 
to lay the male accompanies lier and 
remains nearby until she comes off. 
Should anyone approach he shrieks in 
warning and thus betrays the where­ 
abouts of the nest which might other­ 
wise be difficult to locate. 
If several 
guinea hens are mated with one male 
they usually all lay in the same nest, 
but sometimes a hen after mating will 
wander off by herself to make her own 
nest. At times a male bird, after help­ 
ing one hen to make her nest, will 
then desert her and pair off with an­ 
other hen to make another nest. 
From 20 to 30, and often more, eggs 
are laid before the guinea hen becomes 
broody, at which time she can be easily 
broken of her broodiness by removing 
the eggs from her nest, when she will 
soon begin laying again. 
If not al­ 
lowed to sit, guinea hens will continue 
to lay throughout the summer, laying 
from 40 to 60 and in some cases IOO 
eggs during the season, say poultry 
specialists of United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
Ordinary hens are used, commonly, 
to Incubate guinea eggs, but guinea 
hens, turkey hens, and incubators also 
can be employed successfully. 
The 
usual setting for a guinea hen is about 
14 eggs; for a hen of the general pur­ 
pose breeds, such as a Plymouth Rock, 
18 eggs; and for a turkey hen, about 
24 eggs. 
The Incubation period for 
guinea eggs is 28 days, .although fre­ 
quently they start hatching on the 26th 
day and are all hatched by the end of 
the 27th day. 
If the nest In which the guinea hen 
becomes broody is safe from any dis­ 
turbance. she may be trusted with a 
setting of eggs, and more than likely 
will hatch out every egg that is fer­ 
tile. provided all hatch at about the 
same time. 
As soon as the guinea 
chicks begin rn leave the nest the hen 
will leave with them, and any eggs 
that are late in hatching are ruined 
unless they are placed 'n an incubator 
or under a broody hen before they be­ 
come chilled.

Washington.—The “top of the world” 
etill waits to he reached. 
Lieutenant 
pin citeflily’s record-breaking fly to a 
Sleight of nearly eight miles left the 
“‘ceiling of the earth” still at least 
(forty miles away. 
How near the aviator may come to 
what Is practically the upper limit of 
the atmospheric layer surrounding the 
(earth we may not know in this genera­ 
tion. 
But the meteorologist and the 
(astronomer tell us that both Major 
(Bchroeder after his flight of 88,180 
{feet and Lieutenant MacReady after 
pis 40,800 were speaking only figura­ 
tively when they spoke of having at­ 
tained the “top of the earth." 


Layer Fifty Miles Thick. 
Tile laver of atmosphere, many say, 
Is at least fifty miles thick. 
Aviators now have the means of 
taking sufficient oxygen along with 
them for their engines and for them­ 
selves, and the heat that keeps their 
bodies from freezing. They lack only 
(denser air to fly upon at great heights. 
But this, of course, they will never 
have. 
Yet there is another solution: The 
faster plane capa I de of rising still 
higher on an ever-thinning ocean of 
air. 
It will be a problem forever increas­ 
e r ly difficult. 
The higher man rises, 
tile thinner will he find the air upon 
which he must depend for buoyancy. 
Indeed the air gets thinner even In 
greater proportion than the Increased 
height of the flight. 
For though Mac- 
Iteady had risen through but one-sixth 
of the air cushion that cloaks the 
earth, he had left behind him four- 
fifths of the air. 
I From 
the surface of the earth, 
where the total pressure upon his body 
was fifteen tons, lie had risen to a 
height where the pressure was but 
^fcree tons. 
And had he gone three 
times as high tie would have reduced 
the pressure to 80 pounds. 
Any higher 
airplane flights than 
those that have been taken by these 
|w o men w i 11 
have little scientific 
Hallie. 
Their observations will give 
scarcely more information than that to 
he had from a balloon sent up with 
various pieces of recording apparatus. 
Np Interest at Poles. 
1 But neither did the poles of the 
earth have great scientific Interest. 
Yet men sought and attained them. 
And so long as the astronomer and the 
meteorologist make known the exist­ 
ence of an or* an of air beyond any 
sailed thus far. there will he a strug­ 
gle to fathom Its depth. 
But f o r the pres ut that fathoming 
will he done only from observation and 
deduction to he made upon terra firma. 
Among the hest of the methods that 
are used to determine the upper limit 
of the blanket of air about the earth 
Is called the “twilight method.” 
Twilight has been defined as the 
time after sunset when day seems to 
be continued Into ti “ night because of 
the sunlight that st ll shines upon the 
tipper air. 
It has been determined that twi­ 
light ln«*s until 
the sun Is about 
e ig h te e n degrees below the horizon, 
and with this as a known value and 
the radius of the earth given as 4,000 
miles, it Is not difficult to solve, by the 
methods of trigonometry, a right tri­ 
angle that gives 48 miles as the height 
of the air still dense enough to reflect 
the twilight rays of the sun after it 
bas set. 
On the other hand, another method 
gives a different result. The presence 
of “sh not I pa stars" In these fall nights, 
calculated often to lie at a height of 
200 miles, would seem to indicate that 
there must he air even at that height, 
for It In the friction of the air that 
heals the meteor as it rushes toward 
the e. rth.— Chester Iv Tucker, in Chi­ 
cago IhtSt.

In length weighs 240.00# pounds, and 
requires 850 pounds of smokeless pow­ 
der to propel Its 2,400-pound projec­ 
tile approximately 22 miles.

806 tons, It can he rotated 360 de­ 
grees and elevated or depressed 30 
degrees by another.

Pou I try men who have or can obtain 
at a reasonable price plenty of milk 
are in a position to raise their flocks 
at less expense and with a far greater 
amount of success than those who are 
unable to Include this valuable food 
in tile flock’s diet. Milk is especially 
desirable for young chickens and for 
the fattening of poultry, where It is 
done on a large scale and the poultry 
Is closely confined. 
Buttermilk and skim milk are the 
two form s 
milk 
which are most 
commonly used in feeding chicks and 
laying hens, and these products are 
also used to some extent in commer­ 
cial fattening. 
Semi-solid 
and con­ 
densed buttermilk are now being fed 
quite extensively in the commercial 
fattening of poultry and to some ex­ 
tent to chicks and laying hens. 
Milk products are readily digestible 
by chickens and have a marked bene­ 
ficial effect In addition to their actual 
food value, poultry specialists in Uni­ 
ted States Department of Agriculture 
say. 
They especially help keep small 
chickens free 
from 
bow’el 
trouble. 
Many poultrymen like to dip the newly 
hatched chick’s bill into milk for their 
first feed as It helps to clean out the 
chick’s digestive system. Milk prod 
ucts may be fed to chickens and to 
older stock either In a sweet or sour 
condition. The more common practice 
Is to feed these products continuously, 
either sweet or sour, and not to al­ 
ternate the use of sour and sweet 
milk. 
In feeding milk products to hens, 
the milk is usually kept before them 
as a drink and is also used to some 
extent In mixing the mash wherever a 
moist mash is used. Poultry will not 
get sufficient animal protein from milk 
supplied In this way to take the place 
of meat scrap commonly used in the 
poultry mash. In order to furnish suf­ 
ficient protein in the ration to take 
the place of meat scrap, the milk must 
be fed In a thickened form such as 
clabbered 
milk 
or 
cottage 
cheese. 
When fed In this condition enough can 
be readily supplied to give high egg 
production and good results without 
any other animal protein feed. Where 
milk is supplied fairly regularly to the 
laying hens it is not essential to fur-

rn sh any green feed as the milk will 
take the place of the green feed to 
good advantage. 
In 
the 
commercial 
fattening 
of 
poultry where the chickens or hens 
are very closely confined and fed, a 
forced 
ration for a limited period, 
usually from 7 to 17 days, is consid­ 
ered essential. 
Practically no com­ 
mercial fattening of poultry is con­ 
ducted on a large scale In this country 
except where milk is used for feeding. 
A ration with a consistency of por­ 
ridge which contains about 65 per cent 
milk is commonly fed In this w’ork. 
The milk serves not only as a source 
of feed, but keeps the digestive organs 
of these fattening chickens in good 
condition and also gives the chickens 
a bleach characteristic of well-fat­ 
tened poultry. 
From this method of 
foaling tile name of “milk-fed” chick­ 
ens Is taken and It Is applied to near­ 
ly all 
of the commercial 
fattened 
chickens. 
* 
Many of these fattening stations are 
located in small country towns and 
cities where buttermilk 
is available 
from creameries at a very low price, 
but a s th e supply of this buttermilk is 
becoming more limited, especially in 
the larger towns and cities, the vari­ 
ous concentrated forms of buttermilk 
are being used very extensively in fat­ 
tening poultry. 
Semisolid and con­ 
densed buttermilk are the two other 
forms most commonly used. In feed­ 
ing both of these products to chickens 
for fattening, milk Is usually supplied 
In a m o r e highly concentrated form 
than ordinary buttermilk. 


BOOST YOUR LITTLE 
RED SCHOOL HOUSE 


Dr. William Brady, medical editor 
of various papers, sails attention to 
sanitary conditions and the general 
unattractiveness of the “little red 
school house” in many places in a 
way which shows the absolute neces­ 
sity of the enactment of the Towner- 
Sterling bill for federal assistance 
to education. 
Dr. Brady says: 
“The small cali­ 
ber politician can still wring a senti­ 
mental thrill or two out of an o ra­ 
torical eulogy of the “little red school 
house” but the plain truth is that 
anyone traveling thru the country 
cannot fail to be impressed by the 
utter delapidation, sanitary horror 
and disreputable unkemptness of the 
buildings 
or 
rather 
shanties 
and 
grounds around them— the little red 
school house is generally the most re­ 
pulsive spot in the village or com­ 
munity. 
As a people so fond of 
boasting of ourselves and our affairs 
we ought to be heartily ashamed of 
our pesky little rusty, weather-beaten 
and badly run-down school houses^ a, 
No wonder young women hate to 
identify themselves with such miser­ 
able places as school teachers., 
The 
great 
majority of 
country 
school 
houses are unfit to receive a teacher 
with a reasonable amount of person­ 
al pride, and as unfortunate children 
who much languish in these crude 
shacks, father’s cattle or hay barn at 
home would be a more suitable build­ 
ing. 
“This is no bark-hand effort to 
praise the fine school buildings in 
towns or cities. 
Heaven knows most 
of our cities have noshing to be proud 
of in their public chool buildings, 
what with civic penury or parsimony, 
political bickering and plain graft. 
Anyone not hampered by a dependent 
political job, who has had the oppoT- 
tunity to visit public buildings in va­ 
rious parts of the country, must 
agree that when compared with bus­ 
iness buildings or even with other 
municipal buildings, the schools are 
generally badly skimped and poorly 
adapted for use. 
How is it that we 
squander so many millions on lavish 
marble superfluities, nay, downright 
sins, in our post offices and other 
public buildings, yet when it comes 
to erecting a schorl building wre are 
too poor to even think of installing 
such unheard-of features as swim­ 
ming pools or gymnasiums? 
Or, if 
we do compromize on a two-by-four 
pool or a half-size gymnasium how 
is it that the watch dog of the public 
funds makes such a fuss about it and 
utter not so much as a growd about 
the criminal extravagances seen in so 
many other public buildings? 
“The little red school house, with 
its ghastly defiance of the most ele­ 
mentary sanitary principles, its dis­ 
reputable exterior appearance, the 
unkempt environment and the squa­ 
lid furnishings is probable to blame 
for a great deal of petty-mindedness 
of the present-day authorities who 
resist every movement launched in 
behalf of adequate school housing. 
You can’t develop the thoroughbreds 
in a mere weed pat *h. 
“Let’s give the little rusty school' 
house a few coats of paint, so that It 
will compare at least favorably with 
the barn over yonder.. 
Let’s clean 
up the yard around it so that passing 
way-farers may not lack respect for 
our little community. 
Let’s loosen 
up and spend fortj dollars if neces­ 
sary for some sort of toilet facilities 
which the health authorities can ap­ 
prove. 
Let’s see to it that the school 
grounds and the shack itself are kepi 
as presentable as any private hnm“ 
and grounds in the community. Coi- 
tainly we can afft rd such for on* 
own children!”
